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Market  Summary 

UPPER  FLORIDA 

Receipts  of  producer  milk  at  pool  plants 
regulated  under  Order  No.  6  during  September 
1979  totaled  57.0  million  pounds.   Deliveries 
were  down  1.5  million  pounds  from  the  previous 
month  and  4.7  million  pounds  above  the  same 
month  of  the  previous  year. 

During  September,  52.6  million  pounds 
of  producer  milk  was  classified  as  Class  I  -- 
down  3.0  million  pounds  from  the  previous 
month  and  up  2.3  million  pounds  from  Septem- 
ber 1978.   The  percentage  of  producer  milk  in 
Class  I  was  92.30%  in  September  compared  to 
95.09%  the  previous  month  and  96.20%  a  year  ago. 

The  uniform  price  to  producers  during 
September  was  $13.56  per  cwt .  --  up  3  cents  from 
August  1979  and  $1.43  above  September  1978. 

TAMPA  BAY 

Producers  delivered  38.3  million  pounds  of 
milk  to  pool  plants  regulated  under  Federal 
Order  No.  12  during  September  1979.   Producer 
milk  deliveries  were  down  0.9  million  pounds 
from  August  and  were  up  0.7  million  pounds 
from  September  1978. 

Producer  milk  classified  as  Class  I  milk 
as  used  in  the  computation  of  the  uniform  price 
to  producers  totaled  34.6  million  pounds. 
Class  I  producer  milk  totaled  35. 7  million 
pounds  in  August  1979  and  34.8  million  pounds 
during  September  a  year  ago.  Class  I  milk  was 
90.39%  of  the  total  producer  milk  during 
September  compared  to  91.11%  last  month  and 
92,39%  during  September  of  last  year. 

The  uniform  price  per  cwt.  for  September 
milk  was  $13.65,  an  (Continued  on  page  7) 


Dairy   Situation* 


Milk  production  moved  above  a  year  earlier 
this  summer  as  increased  output  per  cow  outweighed 
slowly  declining  cow  numbers.   Production  for  the 
year  likely  will  be  about  1  percent  above  1978' s 
122  billion  pounds.   Although  this  increased  pro- 
duction and  relatively  large  levels  of  commercial 
stocks  will  result  in  increased  supplies,  con- 
tinuing strong  demand  for  dairy  products  likely 
will  result  in  milk  prices  remaining  above  the 
new  (October  1)  support  level  for  the  rest  of 
the  year.   However,  the  increased  production 
probably  will  slow  year-to-year  price  increases 
in  coming  months.   Recent  price  rises  were  par- 
tially in  anticipation  of  the  higher  support 
price  on  October  1  and  partially  in  response  to 
the  seasonal  production  declines. 

Milk  output  in  August  was  up  about  2  per- 
cent from  last  year  as  output  per  cow  showed  a 
substantial  increase  from  the  relatively  weak 
year-earlier  level.   Milk  cow  numbers  dropped  at 
a  less-than-1-percent  rate,  comparable  to  the 
slow  rates  of  decline  during  the  1975-77  period. 
Much  of  the  increase  in  total  production  occur- 
red in  Wisconsin,  where  pasture  conditions  have 
been  near  ideal  for  producing  milk,  and  in 
California  where  cow  numbers  are  increasing  and 
output  per  cow  is  recovering  from  very  weak 
levels  last  year. 

Ntilk  production  this  fall  likely  will  con- 
tinue to  exceed  the  strengthening  output  of  late 
1978,  but  by  a  smaller  amount  than  the  increase 
of  recent  months.   Output  early  next  year  prob- 
ably will  continue  above  year-earlier  levels 
with  first-half  1980  production  up  about  1  per- 
cent.  However,  weather  developments  or  market 
forces  could  alter  this  outlook.   Higher  milk 
prices  probably  will  be  more  than  offset  by 
higher  feed  prices.   (Continued  on  page  6)

Nevertheless,  milk-feed  price  re- 
lationships still  should  be  favor- 
able to  dairy  farmers,  but  not  as 
favorable  as  in  early  1979. 

By  late  September,  wholesale 
butter  and  cheese  prices  were  up 
substantially  as  American  cheese 
and  butter  prices  each  had  risen 
about  10  cents  a  pound  since 
spring.   Wholesale  dry  milk  and 
edible  whey  product  prices  have 
also  strengthened. 

Fanners  received  an  average 
$12.30  per  100  pounds  of  milk  in 
September,  up  13  percent  from  a 
year  earlier  and  7  percent  from 
the  spring  low.   Manufacturing 
grade  milk  prices  were  well  above 
the  April-September  support 
price  and  only  about  6  cents  be- 
low the  support  price  which  be- 
came effective  on  October  1. 
While  a  large  proportion  of  the 
expected  seasonal  rise  in  manu- 
facturing grade  milk  prices  has 
already  occurred,  the  average 
price  for  all  milk  will  rise 
further  in  coming  months,  as 
the  higher  prices  for  manufac- 
turing grade  milk  are  reflected 
in  milk  for  fluid  use.   Farm 
milk  prices  this  fall  likely 
will  average  more  than  a  tenth 
higher  than  a  year  ago. 

The  support  price  for  manu- 
facturing grade  milk  in  the 
1979/80  marketing  year  is  80 
percent  of  parity  or  $11.22  for 
milk  with  3.5  percent  milkfat 
($11.49  per  100  pounds  at 
average  fat  test).   This  price 
must  be  adjusted  on  April  1  to 
reflect  the  estimated  change 
in  the  index  of  prices  paid  by 
farmers . 

Cash  receipts  from  dairy- 
ing in  1979  could  exceed  $14^-5 
billion,  up  from  $12.7  billion 
in  1978.   Thus  far  in  1979,  the 
net  income  picture  for  dairy- 
men has  probably  been  slightly 
better  than  the  relatively 
favorable  1978  conditions.

PRICES  RECEIVED  INDEX  UP  3  POINTS 
PRICES  PAID  INDEX  UP  3  POINTS 

The  September  Index  of  Prices  Received  by  Farmers  increased 
3  points  (I'i  percent)  to  240  percent  of  its  January-December  1967 
average,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.   Contributing  most 
to  the  increase  since  August  were  higher  prices  for  cattle,  hogs, 
milk,  calves  and  wheat.   Lower  prices  for  citrus,  soybeans, 
potatoes,  corn  and  grain  sorghum  were  partially  offsetting.   The 
index  was  23  points  (11  percent)  above  a  year  ago. 

The  Index  of  Prices  Paid  by  Farmers  for  Commodities  and 
Services,  Interest,  Taxes  and  Farm  Wage  Rates  for  September  15 
was  254,  up  3  points  (1  percent)  from  mid-August.   Higher  prices 
for  feeder  livestock  accounted  for  more  than  one-half  the  index 
rise.   Other  contributors  were  tractors  and  other  farm  machinery, 
fuels,  seed  and  the  family  living  items.   The  index  was  31  points 
(14  percent)  above  a  year  ago. 

The  Ratio  of  the  Index  of  Prices  Received  to  the  Index  of 
Prices  Paid,  including  Interest,  Taxes  and  Farm  Wage  Rates  was  94 
for  the  month  September  1979.   The  ratio  was  unchanged  from  the 
previous  month  and  down  3  points  from  the  same  period  a  year  ago.

SOUTHEASTERN  FLORIDA 

Receipts  of  producer  milk  at 
pool  plants  regulated  under  Federal 
Order  No.  13  totaled  60.6  million 
pounds  of  milk  during  September  1979. 
Compared  to  the  previous  month, 
receipts  of  producer  milk  were  down 
2.4  million  pounds  and  0.2  million 
pounds  below  September  1978. 

In  the  September  equalization 
pool,  55.0  million  pounds  of  milk 
was  classified  as  Class  I.   Class  I 
producer  milk  was  down  4.4  million 
pounds  from  last  month,  and  was 
2.3  million  pounds  below  September 
1979.   Class  I  milk  was  90.76%  of 
the  total  during  September  compared 
to  94.28%  the  previous  month  and 
94.23%  during  September  of  the 
previous  year. 

The  uniform  price  to  pro- 
ducers under  Order  No.  13  for 
September  milk  was  $13.79  per  cwt. 
The  uniform  price  was  up  2  cents 
from  August  and  was  $1.43  above 
September  1978. 

PRODUCER  SUWARY 

Under  the  three  Florida  milk 
orders,  474  producers  delivered 
155.8  million  pounds  of  milk  to 
pool  plants.   This  compared  to 
480  producers  and  160.7  million 
pounds  during  the  previous  month 
and  408  producers  and  150.6 
million  pounds  during  September  1978. 
Producer  milk  deliveries  in  Septem- 
ber were  down  3.0%  from  August 
and  were  3.4%  above  September  of 
last  year. 

The  average  milk  delivery 
per  producer  was  11,088  pounds 
per  day  for  all  producers  de- 
livering to  plants  under  Federal 
Orders  6,  12,  and  13.   The  average 
daily  delivery  per  producer  was 
8,558  pounds  under  Order  No.  6, 
9,739  pounds  under  Order  No.  12, 
and  17,475  pounds  under  Order 
No.  13.
